M.  I.  121  REPORTS. 

Referring  to  notice  in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  of  January,  1921, 
on  this  subject,  it  is  requested  that  M.  I.  121  reports  be  forwarded  to  Washington 
weekly  except  in  instances  where  a  week  includes  the  ending  of  one  month  and  the 
beginning  of  another,  when  the  certificates  for  each  such  week  should  be  separated  as  to 
months,  so  that  no  report  will  show  certificates  issued  in  two  calendar  months. 

MAILING  TRIPLICATE  EXPORT  CERTIFICATES. 

In  mailing  triplicate  copies  of  export  certificates  to  Washington,  inspectors  are 
requested  to  make  separate  packages  of  the  Swiss,  Peruvian,  Canadian,  preservatWe, 
and  regular  white  triplicate  certificates. 

MARKING  SAUSAGE  CONTAINING  BENZOATE  OF  SODA. 

Referring  to  paragraph  9,  section  9,  Regulation  17,  B.  A.  I.  Order  211,  providing 
that  any  meat  or  products  containing  any  benzoate  of  soda  shall  be  plainly  labeled 
so  as  to  show  the  presence  and  amount  of  such  benzoate  of  soda,  it  should  be  observed 
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that  in  the  case  of  sausage  containing  benzoate  of  soda  the  above-mentioned  regula- 
tion applies  not  only  to  the  carton  or  other  container  in  which  the  sausage  may  be 
placed,  but  also  to  the  casing,  with  the  exception  that  no  marks  are  required  on 
sausage  or  similar  products  stuffed  in  casings  smaller  than  the  ring  variety,  in  instances 
where  such  products  are  placed  in  small  and  properly  labeled  cartons  having  a  maxi- 
mum capacity  of  10  pounds,  provided  the  cartons  contain  a  single  kind  of  product. 
With  the  exception  of  the  smaller  products  placed  in  containers  as  indicated  above, 
the  presence  and  amount  of  benzoate  of  soda  is  required  to  be  marked  on  each  piece, 
excluding  the  small  variety  of  products,  such  as  pork  links,  Frankfurt  style  links, 
Vienna  style  links,  etc.,  which  shall  bear  one  or  more  marks  to  each  chain  or  two 
or  more  marks  to  each  bunch. 

PORK  PRODUCTS  CUSTOMARILY  EATEN  WITHOUT  COOKING. 

Referring  to  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  of  December,  1917,  notice 
under  the  caption  "Preparation  of  pork  products  customarily  eaten  without  cooking," 
and  supplemental  instructions  in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  of  July, 
1918,  March,  1919,  May,  1920,  and  March,  1921,  it  should  be  observed  that,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  pork  butts  for  capacola  and  coppa  specifically  mentioned  in  the  Announce- 
ments of  December,  1917,  and  the  product  described  in  the  Announcements  of  March, 
1921,  the  following  are  held  to  belong  to  the  class  of  products  customarily  eaten  without 
cooking  and  should  therefore  be  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  methods  prescribed 
for  the  destruction  of  live  trichinae: 

All  forms  of  summer  sausage  containing  pork. 

Mortadella. 

Mettwurst. 

Westphalian  style  hams. 

Italian  style  hams. 

Pork  loins  used  for  products  such  as  lachschinken  (loin  roll). 
The  methods  that  have  been  prescribed  in  former  instructions,  herein  referred  to, 
comprise  refrigeration  for  not  less  than  20  days  at  a  temperature  not  higher  than  5°  F., 
exposure  to  heat  sufficient  to  raise  the  temperature  of  the  product  to  not  less  than 
137°  F.,  or  certain  special  methods  which  may  be  employed  in  the  case  of  products 
to  which  they  are  applicable,  if  such  methods  are  preferred  by  establishments  to  the 
general  methods  of  refrigeration  or  exposure  to  heat. 

In  regard  to  products  containing  pork  and  which  are  sold  by  official  establishments 
as  cooked  products,  attention  is  again  directed  to  the  notice  in  Service  and  Regulatory 
Announcements  of  July,  1918,  emphasizing  the  requirements  as  to  exposure  of  such 
products  to  sufficient  heat  to  destroy  any  trichina?  which  may  be  present. 

It  is  possible  that,  in  addition  to  the  products  listed  and  otherwise  referred  to  in  the 
foregoing  paragraphs,  official  establishments  are  preparing  other  products  containing 
pork  which  are  customarily  eaten  without  cooking.  If  such  products  are  observed, 
detailed  information  concerning  the  character  of  the  products  and  the  manner  in 
which  they  are  served  for  consumption  should  be  promptly  submitted  to  the  Wash- 
ington office  for  its  consideration  and  ruling  on  the  subject.

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DISPOSAL  OF  SEWAGE,  ETC.,  BY  LICENSED  ESTABLISHMENTS  PRO- 
DUCING BIOLOGICAL  PRODUCTS  OTHER  THAN  ANTIHOG- CHOLERA 
SERUM  AND  HOG-CHOLERA  VIRUS. 

Sewage  and  other  substance  containing  sporogenic  microorganisms  or  other  disease- 
producing  materials  shall  be  rendered  innocuous  by  licensed  establishments,  with  the 
view  of  preventing  the  dissemination  of  disease.  This  may  be  accomplished  satisfac- 
torily by  observing  the  following: 

1.  Promptly  sterilize  all  media,  flasks,  niters,  washings,  etc.,  which  are  contami- 
nated with  such  disease-producing  materials  as  those  mentioned  above. 

2.  Incinerate  all  solids,  or  sterilize  them  under  steam  pressure. 

3.  Sterilize  all  liquids  under  steam  pressure,  or  pass  them  through  septic  tanks 
connected  with  filtration  beds. 

Septic  tanks  should  contain  two  or  more  parts,  or  consist  of  a  series  of  chambers, 
and  be  of  ample  size  and  construction  to  insure  the  retention  of  the  sewage  until  all 
solids  contained  therein  are  fully  disintegrated.  In  order  that  these  tanks  may  be 
satisfactory  for  the  above-named  purpose,  they  must  be  drained  directly  into  a  filtra- 
tion system  of  sufficient  size  and  of  such  construction  as  to  insure  the  retention  of  any 
organisms  that  may  have  survived  passage  through  the  tanks. 

Satisfactory  sterilization  of  sewage  can  be  accomplished  by  the  use  of  one  or  two 
pressure  tanks  or  autoclaves.  These,  however,  must  be  so  constructed  as  to  insure 
the  retention  of  the  sewage  until  properly  sterilized.  If  large  quantities  of  sewage 
are  involved,  two  or  more  tanks  should  be  provided,  so  that  one  can  be  sterilized  while 
the  other  is  being  charged  with  sewage. 

Sewage  from  stables,  etc.,  can  easily  be  materially  reduced  in  volume  by  the  use 
of  absorbent  materials,  such  as  sawdust,  for  bedding.

FUNDS    ALLOTTED   UNDER    NEW    APPROPRIATION    BILL    ARE    NOT 

TRANSFERABLE. 

In  next  year's  appropriation  bill  the  so-called  10  per  cent  provision  does  not  appear. 
For  a  number  of  years  this  provision  has  been  included  in  each  appropriation  bill. 
Under  this  paragraph  it  has  been  possible  to  transfer  money  from  one  general  expense 
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item  to  another.  This  action  could  be  taken  when  one  general  expense  item,  by 
reason  of  unexpected  demands,  became  depleted  and  another  general  expense  item, 
owing  to  less  demands  than  had  been  anticipated,  contained  more  funds  than  would 
likely  be  needed.  The  omission  of  this  privilege  from  the  bill  fort  he  fisc  al  year  begin 
ning  July  1  next  will  make  necessary  upon  the  part  of  all  officers  intrusted  with  money 
expenditures  a  very  careful  and  thoughtful  supervision,  as  there  will  no  longer  be  any 
possibility  that  one  fund  may  come  to  the  rescue  of  another  that  may  happen  to  fall 
into  straits. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  the  bureau  will  allot  the  appropriations  to  stations 
in  amounts  that  in  its  judgment  may  be  used  to  advantage  during  the  fiscal  year. 
Inspectors  in  charge  will  be  expected  to  review  the  work  under  their  care  and  to  make 
such  arrangements  that  it  may  be  carried  on  during  the  full  12  months  of  the  fiscal  year 
with  the  money  allotted.  Under  no  circumstances  must  an  allotment  be  exceeded.  Con- 
gress expects  the  bureau  to  confine  itself  to  money  appropriated,  and  the  law  forbids 
any  executive  officer  from  creating  a  deficit.  In  view  of  the  stricter  limitations  upon 
expenditures  made  necessary  by  the  omission  of  the  10  per  cent  clause  the  bureau  will 
look  upon  the  exceeding  of  an  allotment  of  moneys  as  serious  and  unworthy  of  any 
employee  supervising  expenditures.  All  such  employees  are  instructed  to  scrutinize 
their  work  with  great  care  and  to  map  out  a  campaign  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
which  will  absorb  the  allotment  as  nearly  as  possible,  but  which  will  not  overrun  the 
allotment.  With  this  caution  in  advance,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  bureau  to  recom- 
mend the  immediate  replacement  of  any  officer  who  exceeds  an  allotment  of  money  made  to  him . 


TO  FACILITATE  SETTLEMENT  OF  CLAIMS. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  answering  of  queries  and  expedite  the  settlement  of  claims, 
all  correspondence  and  negotiations  looking  to  the  procurement  of  supplies,  equipment? 
or  services  from  other  branches  or  offices  of  the  Government  will  hereafter  be  conducted 
by  the  office  of  the  chief  of  bureau.  To  comply  with  the  foregoing,  the  initial  step 
should  be  in  the  form  of  a  written  request  asking  this  office  to  attempt  to  procure  the 
articles  or  services  described.  This  request  should  give  complete  description  of  what 
is  desired,  its  contemplated  use,  and  the  probable  source  of  supply.
